Objection to the Disclosure 



37 CFR 1.163 

The following is a quotation of section (a) of 37 CFR 1 .163: 



(a) The specification must contain as full and complete a disclosure as possible of the plant and the 
characteristics thereof that distinguish the same over related known varieties, and its antecedents, and must 
partlculariy point out where and In what manner the variety of plant has been asexualiy reproduced. In the case 
of a newly found plant, the specification must partlculariy point out the location and character of the area where 
the plant was discovered. 



35 use §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact temis as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of canylng out his invention. 

In plant application filed under 35 U.S.C. 161, the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 are limited.

Any further botanical 
information should be imported into the specification, as should any additional or corrected 
information relative to same. 

Claim Rejection

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first and second paragraphs as not being 
supported by a clear and complete botanical description of the plant for reasons set forth in the 
Objection to the Disclosure Section above.
